A DEGISION SOON
IN TRIGG MATTER

Washington Officlals Are Puz-
zled About the Crulser
Galveston.

It {a understood that Judge Edmund
Waddill, of the United States Court for
the Eastern District of Virginia, has token
up the caee of the Willlam R. Trigg Com-
pany, on petition of ‘certaln creditors to
have the company odjudieated bankrupta.
The case hos been fully argued, the com-
pany taking the position that it hns not
committed an sct of bankruptey; that it
{s not within the category of companles
coming under the bapkrupt act; that the
creditore petitioning have not provable
clalms unsecured and auflclent to war-
rant thelr ‘asking to have the company
gdjudicated bankrupie, The company
contends in brief that the plant {8 now
under the receivership appointed by the
Stats courts, and that nothing 13 to ba
guined by transferring the matter to the
Federal courts, It is anticplated that
Judge Waddill will hand down an opinion
in the mutter {n & few dayg. If the court
overrules the motion to dismless the petl-
tion, that will operate to adjudleate the
ccmpany bankrupt. E

A gtory comes from Washington thaet
the offcials of the Navy Department aras
puzzled at the status of the® crulser Gal-
veston, now !ncomp!ete on the wrys at
the plant of the William R. Trigg Com-
pany, in which it Is stated that the re-
moval of the vessel to Norfolk to be
pleted there at the expense of the pom-
pany's hondsmen f{s being opposed by
certain sub-contractors for work on the
veesal, who' contend that removal would
operate tn the Injury of thelr claims,
The statement that the vessal will not
actually belong to the government until
after her completlon and formal accept-
ance {s not fully credited. The govern-
ment hag made heavy ndvances for mate-
rlal and work done on tha crulser, and
had a first lien thereon. The Washington
correepondent referred to stales that the
Navy Department {s puzzled ea to the
proper procedure, and that the Attorney-
General has been called upon for an opin-
fon in the malter, pending which further
proceed|ngs are In abeyance.

Another dixlculty confronts the govern-
ment. The vesiel must be launched, and
duripg the {dleness of tha plant the chan-
nel near the lock and the dock ltzell have
gn filled up that conslderable work will
be necessary to get the criuser out end
tow her to Norfolk.
